CLAIM TRIAL WAS UNFAIR 


16 if They Had Known of the 
Agreement Witnesses Would 
Have Been Questioned 


The $29,240,000 fine :mposed on the Standard 
Oil company by Judge K. M. Landis in the 
federal court recently will be wiped out of 
existence on a technicality if the schemes 
of the, Standard Oil lawyers, which became 
known yesterday, are carried to fruition. 

The line of action which may result in the 
big fine becoming nothing but a name re- 
volves around the decision of Judge Landis 
in the Alton immunity case, which is set for 
hearing on Sept. 24 

In the event that the Alton is granted the 
immunity which, it has been fully estab- 
lished, was promised to the railroad through 
agreement with former Attorney General 
Moody, the Standard Oll attorneys will de- 
mand that Judge Landis’ fine be set aside. 


The grounds for this plea will be that the | 


Standard Oi) lawyers should have been ap- 
prised of this immunity agreement in order 
that they might question the Alton railroad 
witnesses Properly. 


Argue That Procedure Was Tilegal, 


The Standard Ol] will contend that they 
should have been allowed to ask these rail- 


road clerks who gave such full evidence in 


regard to rates and shipments and tariffs 
whether their testimony had been influenced | 
in any way by the knowledge that the road 
which employed them would not suffer prose- 


cution. The lawyers claim that the pro- 


cedure in the case was illegal and that it 
furnishes sufficient ground for setting aside 
the fine. 

Then it will be up to Judge Landis again, 
but it is asserted by those who have studied 
his attitude all through the case that it is 
improbable he would reverse the fine he him- 
self imposed, though the judge, his friends 
say, is not pleased with the Alton’s prospects 
of immunity. 


Knew Nothing of Immunity. 

It was Judge Landis who called the grand 
jury to indict the Alton on the same evi- 
dence that had been used in the indictment 
against the oil corporation—that of rebates. 
He knew nothing of the immunity agree- 
ment. That situation was presented to him 
in a letter from Attorney General Bonaparte 


Land he gave a recess to the jury and put the 


case over until Sept. 24, when the jury will 
return to Chicago. The fact that Judge Lan- 
dis did not feel right over the Alton's status 
is said to form the basis of the hopes of the 
Standard Oil lawyers that he may grant their 
motion. 

It was the testimony of Chief Clerk Ho- 
lands of the freight department of the Alton 
in Chicago and that of Clerk Howard in the 
auditing department that form the main 
feature of the complaint of the Standard Oil 
attorneys. It is this material testimony, 
they say, which they should have been al- 
lowed to puncture with: questions along the 
line of what influence was exerted over the 
witnesses by the immunity agreement. 

It was largely upon the testimony of these 
two clerks that the chain of rebate evidence 
was built up by the government. 


Standard Oil Attorneys at Work. 

Attorney John S. Miller, chief counsel for 
the Standard Oil company, is credited with 
being the originator of this scheme of ask- 
ing for the fine to be get aside. He and his 
aids have been working for two weeks in 
preparation of their brief on this subject. 
It will be presented as soon as Judge Landis 
gives the immunity decision. In case the 
railroad investigation goes on and the agree- 
ment of the department of justice is ignored 
the plan goes to smash. But this is not ex- 
pected. Up to the present time it has been 
understood that the Alton would get its im- 
munity. Judge Landis has jurisdiction over 
the case until Dec. 1. 

These plans having become known to the 
government attorneys, a crisis has been 
reached which demands a conference and 
careful consideration, Every step is poten- 
tial of possible evil to the government vic- 
tory in the great oil case. 

Attorney General Bonaparte will arrive in 
Chicago from Washington tonight and will 
confer with District Attorney Sims on the 
Alton-Standard Oil situation tomorrow art - 
ernoon. Mr. Bonaparte’s ostensible purpose 
in visiting Chicago at this time is to delivera 
lecture at the University of Chicago. 


Suit to Dissolve Trust. 

New York, Sept. 16.—[Special. I- Frank. B. 
Kellogg, the government's chief counsel in 
the suit to dissolve the Standard Oil com- 
pany, proposes to strike straight at the 
heart of the trust tomorrow when the tak- 
ing of testimony begins before ex-Judge 
Ferriss, the special examiner, sitting in the 
United States Circuit court in the federal 
building. Mr. Kellogg will attempt to show 
the ownership and control of other corpora- 
tions by the Standard Oil company of New 
Jersey, the holding company of the trust. 
For this purpose he plans to call C. M. Pratt, 
a Standard Oil director, as the first witness. 
William G. Rockefeller is likely to be the 
second. 

The taking of testimony before ex-Judge | 
Ferriss will occupy at least two weeks, per- 
haps longer. It it not probabie that John D. 
Rockefeller, Henry H. Rogers, or Henry M. 


Flagler will be summoned. 


The only individual defendants named in 
the government's suit who will be called to 
testify are John D. Archbold, Oliver H.

Prison Chiefs Challenge Charges 
of Dr. John Baleom Shaw. 


ALLEGES CRUELTY, GRAFT. 


Gov. Hanly Defends Girls Who Show 
Sympathy to Convicts. 


A challenge to the Rev. Jom Balcom 
Shew of the Second Presbyterian church 
to make good his charges that a prisoner 
has been inhumanly treated in a state prison 
and that money and influence are used to get 
fayors for prisom inmates was formulated 
last night. 

The National Association of Prison War- 
dens made the challenge wnich will be pre- 
sented to Dr. Shaw today by a special com- 
mittee of three from the organization. The 
minister’s charge was made on Sunday in a 
sermon, by invitation, to the prison congress. 

The interview is likely to prove stormy. 
The preacher will be given his choice of three 
courses: 

A oi furnish the name of the prisoner 

and of the prison and warden in which the 


alleged brutal treatment occurred.

Call Him Sensationalist. 


This Was the announcement made last 
night by one of the wardens in open meeting. 
His remarks were applauded. 

This speaker was Warden W. H. Whittaker 
oft the Indiana reformatory. Another war- 
den, Albert Garvin of the Connecticut peni- 
tentiary, denounced the remarks of the Rev. 
Mr. Shaw as “damnable” and the “ utter- 
ances of a sensation loving preacher. 

Only a sensationalist preacher could have 
been guilty of this breach of good taste,“ said 
Warden Whittaker. It was bad enough to 
have to sit in those pews and listen to these 
statements. But what strikes as worst of all 
was the preacher's statement that money 
and influence can determine the employment 
given a prisoner and the favors shown him. 
Calumnies of that sort are the playthings of 
the occupants of some pulpits. But they who 
use them have been playing with fire long 
enough. Now let us get after this one, and if 
he does not prove his case let us brand him 
a liar.” 


‘Text of the Challenge. 

This is the resolution introduced by War- 
den Haskell of Kansas and adopted: 

„ Whereas, The Rev. John Balcom Shaw, 
D. D., in a sermon delivered on Sunday, Sept. 
15, in the Second Presbyterian church of Chi- 
cago, describing his recent vigit to a state 
prison and the treatment of one of the in- 
mates, said: 

„ That the prisoner was punished by be- 
ing chained in solitary confinement and the 
amount of food and water given him was so 
small that his tongue became swollen until he 
was unable to speak, and that the prisoner 
probably was injured for life.’ 

The statement also was made by Dr. 
Shaw that money and influence often deter- 
mined the employment given a prisoner and 
the fayors shown him while in prison. 

„ Resolved, That the Rev. Dr. Shaw be 
requested to favor this association with the 
name of the prison where this inhumane pun- 
ishment was inflicted and the prisons where 
money and influence can determine the em- 
ployment given a prisoner and the favors 
shown him.“ 


Defends “Sympathetic” Girls. 

A spirited defenge of the Johnny girls 
who haunt jails and prisons to sympathize 
with young men criminals wae uttered in the 
afternoon session of the congress by Gov. 
J. Frank Hanly of Indiana. 

The governor denounced the crusade for 
the exclusion of women visitors from the 
prison quarters of men. 

„What can: the advocates of this meas- 
ure mean? he asked. Do they want 
to revive in this great, free land the prison 
horrors of the dark ages? 

„Deny the sympathy of woman to a male- 
factor and you may as well throw him into 
a dungeon and keep him there for all time 
in solitary confinement. I was amazed, gen- 
emen, to hear it said here today on this 
floor that no women should ever be per- 
mitted to visit a prisoner. Let me gay that 
if such an inhuman rule should become the 
vogue in an Indiana penitentiary tomorrow 
it would be changed before night.” 

An outburst of applause momentarily 
halted the speaker. 

Women Seek to Aid and Save. 

“I do not belleve, continued the governor, 
„that the so-called sickly, sentimentai young 
women worship any prisoner for the evil that 
he has done, but rather that the truth is they 
sympathize with him and try to aid and save 
him. Blot out the vision of a woman Visitor's 
face at the cell bars of the ordinary man 
prisoner and you rob him of the only ray of 
light and hope in his life.”

Consul Shimizu Makes an In- 
quiry of Board President. 


GETS SATISFACTORY REPLY. 


Told Color Is No Bar to Any Student; 
Age Question Up Sept. 25. 


The Japanese school situation appeared 
in Chicago yesterday, Yingered uncertainly 
for a few hours in the guise of an interna- 
tional complication, and then retired with a 
mile before the tact of President Otto C. 
Schneider of the board of education. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Secretary Taft didn’t 
even have a look-in at the peacemeking. 

Seizaburo Shimizu, Japanese consul in Chi- 
cago, received in the morning a cabled in- 
quiry from the Japanese government at Tokio 
which caused him to drop everything and 
start post haste for the rooms of the board 
of education. The text of the message was 
not given out, but in substance it directed 
that the conaul make quiet inquiries concern- 
ing the reported barring of three Japanese 
residents of Chicago from the public schools 
of the city.” 

Mr. Shimisu called on Bupt. Cooley, ex- 
plained his mission diplomatically, and was 
accompanied by the superintendent to Prest- 


dent Schneider’s office, After a brief confer- | 


ence the consul took his leave, with many 
smiles and protestations of esteem, returned 
to his office in the Chamber of Commerce 
building; and indited a cablegram to his gov- 
ernment. 

Shimizu Goes Away Satisfied. 

I told them,“ he said later, that the Chi- 
cago schools practice no. discrimination 
whatever as to color. The situation is en- 
tirely clear, and the matter is now a closed in- 
cident.

the newspaper mouthplece of the vatican, 
tonight published the full text of the pope’s 
encyclical. It ogcupies more than seventeen 
columns. 

The encyclical is the most important papal 
enunciation from the vatican of a century. 
It affects the entire world. Some sincere 
Catholics in Rome hold that if it is rigidly en- 
forced it will lead to a schism in the church. 

“Even Leo XIII. never issued a document 80 
discouraging of advanced thought. 
Censor in Every Diocese. 

The clause enjoining the establishment of 
college censors in each diocese for the revi- 
sion of the Catholic literary output is espe- 
cially discussed. The words of his holiness in 
connection with this subject are impressive. 
No books or newspapers of modernist tend- 
ency may be left in the hands of any pupil in 
the universities or seminaries. He adds: 
Everything must be done to banish from 
your diocese every pefnicious book. The 
bishops are to be above all human fear, to 
trample all fleshly imprudence under foot, 
and, heedless of the outcry of the wicked, are 
to remember our proscription and to proscribe 
and tear out of the hands of the faithful all 
bad books and all bad writings. This is not 
only a right conferred on them but a duty we 
impose on them.” 

Errors of the Church. 

The encyclical goes at great length into the 
philosophical and theological aspects of the 
modernist errors of the church, which are 
unequivocally condemned as thoroughly anti- 
Romanist and entirely against the oneness 
and everlasting unchangeableness of the 
truth of the church. The pontiff saysin part: 

“In Rome the movement of modernist er- 
rors is agnostic and immanent—agnostic in 
that it limits to simple phenomena the knowi- 
edge of men and refuses to grant to human 
reason the power to raise itself to God, and 
immanent because it explaing#aith in God as 
proceeding from the vital want of the human 
mind. Modernism is not so much a special 
error as an amalgamation of all the heresies. 
Locally its double principle of agnosticism 
and immanentism abolishes the distinction 
between man and God. Pantheism is its nor- 


mal result. 
The encyclical holds that the pride, curios- 


ity. and ignorance of scholastic philosophy 


are the causes of modernism. 


Hints at Big University. 


In conclusion, the pontiff says he foresees 
that the adversaries of the chureh will take 


| advantage of this encyclical to represent 


him as the enemy of science, progress, and 
humanity. To that accusation he replies by 
acts. He has decided to support by every 
means in his power the foundation of an in- 
stitution which shall group the most illus- 
trious representatives of science among the 
Catholics, and which shall have for its ob- 
ject, with Catholic truth for light and guide, 
the progress of all that can be designated 
under the name of science and erudition.” 
There is much speculation as to whether 
the encyclical is almed at one country more 
than another. Some regard it as specially 
directed against France, while others hold 
that the United States is aimed at, but it may 
be doubted whether the pope was influenced 
considerations. 


Strikes Hard at Italy. 
Modernism has great vitality in Italy itself, 
where many learned priests have been re- 
moved from professorial chafre in recent 
years for favoring it, although without any 
effect in suppressing it. 

The Giornale D'Italia, a cohservative jour-

Chicago voters are asked to believe that op- 
position from such sources is in good faith 
and that the men who created it, and who 
hope to profit from it, are trying to decide « 
municipal issué on its merits.

One Change by Legislature. 

The charter offered to the voters is prac 
tically the charter as passed by the charter 
convention and taken to Springtield as repre+ 
senting the desires of all classes of Chicago 
citizens. There has been only one issue 88 
raised, which concerned a change made * 
the bill by the legisiature, 

Aside from the primary law article, 
the legislature changed, the complaints e 
the opponents of the measure are directed, 
against provisions which are in the charter 
act exactly as the charter convention framed 
thern. 

The taxation, park, grant of power, And 
school sections were framed by the charter 
convention and the legislature did not change 
them. . The primary law as provided by the 
charter is the present city primary law, and 
the act gives the city council, on referendum 
vote, the power to change this and other 
provisions, excepting the three which con- 
cern taxation, public utilities, and schools, te 
suit the wishes of the city. 

Charter advocates do not believe that ap 
opposition built on the foundations which 
uphold the anti-charter forces can wit, 
They do not pretend to be certain, but they 
have a healthy belief in the ability of the 
average voter to discount misrepresentatiog 
and fathom miotives and in his willinghess 
to vote against men who can offer nothing 
but pessimism as an issue. 


Vote of 140,000 Predicted. 

It is estimated by the election officials that 
the total vote will be in the neighborhood 
of 140,000. The registration is 361,000 and 
in a special election at which only mess- 
ures are presented a vote of 140,000 will 
be more than fair. 3 

The comparison which can be made most 
fittingly is with the June judicial electiong, 
the vote of which represents what may be 
expected of an election in an off season. 
In the Supreme court election In 1908 a total 
of 98,000 votes was cast and n a warmly 
contested judicial election in 1:03, 173,000 
votes were cast. If the vote on the charter 
ranges between these two figure: it will 
about fit the predictions of the po’ clan. 

At the same time it is recognized that 
even an estimate as to the total vote ils mere 
guess work, which is based on nothing more 
than the theory that there are only - two 
sorts of elections which can get out anything 
Hie the full vote, one being the general elec- 
tions of the fall, and the other the mayoral- 
ty election in the spring. 

There are no precedents for today's ebe 
tion and poljticians are as much at sea as 
any one. 


Majority in Each District Needed. 

It is important that the friends of the 
charter give ita majority in every municipal- 
ity in the city, ly 14 the south park 
district. Litigation may be avoided if there 
be no question as to the adoption of the act by 
a majority vote in every municipality or town . 
which is sought to be consdlidated.

Mrs. Harris on the Stand. 

While the letters were being read Mrs. 
Harris herself, in heavy/mourning, sat on 
the witness stand adding, under a scathing 
cross examination, a vivid annotation here 
and there to the tragic tale. Her widow's 
weeds were touchingly eloquent of her love 
for the man from whom she had been di- 
vorced and whose death she unwittingly had 
brought about. It was in memory of him that 
she went dressed in black and heavily veiled. 

When letter after letter, breathing a sus- 
tained passion for vengeance, was read in 
court, Assistant State’s Attorney Northup 
practically threw the bufden of the whole 
crime on the woman abd, in a sobbing an- 
swer, she half accepted it. : 
“ By these letters you were trying to spur 
Campbell to action, were you not?’ thun- 
dered the prosecutor. 
„Tes, admitted the woman, sadly, * but 
I never dreamed he would commit murder.” 
Mrs. Harris said she had met Campbell in 
Chicago a few hours before the killing, told 
him of the latest developments in the intrigue, 
and showed him a letter written by Mrs. 
Campbell to Dr. Harris. 
The witness said she had been married only 
a week when she intercepted a letter filled 
with endearing terms from Mrs. Campbell 
to her husband. She intercepted letters con- 
stantly after that, one of which contained 
money. She said Mrs. Campbell gave Dr. 
Harris money constantly. ~ 


Urges Campbell to Act. 


“The climax came today,” Mrs. Harris 
wrote in one letter to Campbell, when I 
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Frederick George McNally, head ot Rand. 
McNally & Co., died yesterday morning of 
tuberculosis at his residence, 836 North Park 
avenue. Mri McNally suffered a series of 
severe hemorrhages. on Aug. 1, and since 
then has beén steadily sinking. His condi- 
tion was known to be critical on Saturday, 
and his friends were prepared for the worst. 
He died at 9 o’clock. Severe stomach com- 
plications are said to have hastened the end. 

Mr. McNally was 42 years of age, being 
born in Chicago in 1865. He was the only 
surviving son of the late Andrew McNally, 
one of the founders ot the publishing house of 
Rand, McNally & Co., and, after being edu- 
cated in the east, entered the concern with his 
father in 1882. On the death of the elder Mo- 
Nally, who owned the controlling interest, he 
became the president, auditor, and general 
superintendent. He was actively engaged at 
the work until the timeofhis death. How- 
ever, as long ago as 1891 he had a hemor- 
rhage which seemed an advance warning of 
his fate, but there was no repetition until 
this bummer. 

Mr. McNally had a wide experience among 
the railroad men of the country, and devoted 
a great deal of his time to this feature of the 
business. 

He was married in 1883 to Miss Lydia L. 
Wyles of New Rochelle, N. T., and of the 
union three sons were born—Andrew, Fred, 
and Wyles. In addition, Mr. McNally left 
his mother, Mrs. Andrew McNally, and three 
sisters—Mrs. Helen Belford and Mrs. H. B. 
Clow of Chicago, and — Walter Neff of 
San Francisco. 

Mr. McNally wes a life shahiber of the Chi- 
éago Athletic club, and also a member of the 
Union League, Midday, South Shore.Coun- 
try, and Glen View Golf clubs. He belonged 
to Medinah Temple, Nobles of the Mystic 
Shrine. He also was a member of the New 
York Athletic club. 

The funeral will take place tomorrow after- 
noon at 2 o'clock, a short service being per- 
formed at the residence. The body will be 
buried at Graceland by the side of his father.

That’s all right, but the fact re- 
mains that she keeps telling him how sie 
loves him and will have him yet and calls 
me all kinds of devils in her letters.“ 


Plays Detective; Gets Letters. 
How Mrs. Harris played detective and with 
what results are set forth thus: 

I had Dr. Harris shadowed and went di- 
rect to the place where he was living away 
from me. I gave the woman my card, and 
she admitted me. I walked direct to his 
dresser, opened the drawer, and there found 
three letters from his slob. That alone was 
worth the money spent in shadowing him. 
My friend made me put all the letters down- 
town in a vault for fear he would get them. 
O, he is sore to think I got the best of him. 
The woman made him leave the house at 
once.” 

Mrs. Harris puts her curse on her rival in 
a letter called by the lawyers the demon 
letter.“ She writes: 

When I told you she had spent that much 
money I was only too sure of it, for he has 
not a cent except what she gives him. I 
cannot understand your letting this go when 
you have so many ways for finding out all. 
That machine she has belongs to the demon 
and she took it to Oshkosh to give it to him. 
No matter where he would go, she would fol- 
low him. * 

“She said in one letter she would make 
plans to be wherever he was—and it made no 
difference whether he was married or not. 
Just think of it! And you tell me not to be 
discouraged when two such culprits are in 
existence and I am almost penniless and have 
lost my diamonds and am away down from 
where I was when I met the demon.

The strange story of the substitution of a 
girl for a boy as the first child of the Princess 
de Chimay, formerly Clara Ward of Detroit 
and now Mme. Giuseppe Ricarta of Paris, as 
told in Chicago by a woman calling herself 
Mrs. John Martin of Oakland, Cal., is denied 
emphatically by W. W. Gurley, attorney for 
Thomas R. Lyon, executor of the Ward es- 
tate. Mrs. Martin came east to see Mr. Gur- 
ley, but has not done so. 

The woman says she was the wife of John 
Martin, a miner, and they sought to adopt an 
infant.

“Opening up the game, as many of the 
western teams did last fall, with the bril- 
liant forward pass, delighted those who 
thought the game had been smashed.’ They 
had their eyes opened, and although nothing 
was done Aast year in the way of forward 
passes in comparison with what I believe 
will be done this year, the interest at least 
will begin where it left off last year. 

“It is my opinion that the forward pass 
will be used almost exclusively this fal. I 
think the play can be worked in such a way 
that the great danger and uncertainty which 
accompanied the play last year will be well 
nigh eliminated. I anticipate expert, accu- 
rate handling of the ball, and I believe the 
spectators will be surprised at what can be 
done. 

‘*I feel that the game with this new ele- 
ment in it will be better than ever, and con- 
sequently I think the people will like it bet- 
ter in every way. So far as the game itself 
is concerned I am certain it will be vastly 
superior to the old sport—even far better than 
the game as shown last year. 


Chances Are Problematical. 


“ What are Chicago’s chances? Well, that 
is problematical. I think they are not any 
better than at this time last year. I mean 
our team will not be any better than the 
Maroon eleven last year. Our material will 
come from only two of the four classes—the 
sophomore and junior. 

We will be shy on material. This much 
is certain. There are not enough men of 
caliber to make a fight possible for every 
position. When there is a fight on for every 
position then there is what I would call an 
ideal condition of affairs. I hardly believe we 
will have enough for two good teams this 
year. 

“ From the standpoint of veteran material 
I think both Purdue and Illinois are better 
off than Chicago. This is what I gather from 
reports so far. I do not say Purdue and IIli- 
nois will have better teama, for I don’t know 
what new men these colleges will have to fill 
out the team. 

“One thing in the football situation this 
fall is it has been à long time since all the 
western teams have been so evenly matched. 
I think no team has a conspicuous advantage 
at this time. But of course the season is 
just about to open.“ 

Stagg reiterated that there is not the slight- 
est possibility for a game between Chicago 
and Michigan this fall. }

Nova Scotia Judge Decides Stone and 
Shale Is Poor Fuel. 


Halifax. N. 8. W., Sept. 16.—Justice Long- 
ley of the Supreme court of Nova Scotia to- 
night awarded the Dominion Iron and Steel 
company judgment against the Dominion 
Coal company for $15,000,000 as damages for 
breachof contract in not supplying coa: suit- 
able for metallurgical purposes. Justice 
Longley, in concluding a lengthy judgment, 


says: 5 

I think, as a matter of law, that the con- 
tract on its face isa contract to supply coal 
to the steel company for the -purpose of 
operating an iron and steel plant. I do not 
have to read into it any implications; I only 
have to make the necessary and inevitable 
deduction fhat coal to operate an iron and 
steel plant must be coal with which such a 
plant can be operated, for the object and 
purpose of the coal contracted for is ex- 
pressly stated in the contract. 


Coal with Stone in It. 
Between Nov. 1 and 9 the coal company 
furnished large quantities of coal not reason- 
ably free from stone aud shale, and incapable 
of operating an iron and steel plant, and, 
while they were mining plenty of coal fit for 
such purposes, 
cient quantity of such coal to meet the re- 
quirements of the contract. 
“The coal company thereby committed a 
breach of the contract and is responsible to 
the steel company for all the loss and dam- 
ages which resulted from this breach. 


. Contract Still Holds. 
“I think the, contract is still in operation 
and in my judgment the best, indeed, the only 
true remedy in this case is the issuing of a 
decree requiring the coal egmpany to per- 
form the r of the agreement. I am not 
unaware the difficulties which such a 
course might possibly involve; but I think the 
court has ample power to enforce such a de- 
cree by the appointment of a receiver, if 
any attempt was mate to evade perform- 
ance.”’

(e) $290,625 to be credited to bond sinking fund 
reserve in respect of the amount of profit on the in- 
vestment in the Commonwealth Steel company, 
which has been credited to profit and loss account, 
but which is not available for distribution, as the 
entire proceeds of the sale of the investment were 
retained by the sinking fund trustee. 

(d) 2. 333,681.87 to be credited to special reserve 
for working capital to be applied for specific pur- 
poses at the discretion of the board of directors. 

Subsequent earnings, after providing from them 
for bond interest, sinking fund payments, deprecia- 
tion, and other usual charges, can, under present 
conditions, probably be safely distributed without 
endangering the company’s standing and pros- 
perity, although it should be understood that when 
business reaches even the maximum of the last 
year the company will at times be a borrower of 
money. ‘Therefore a further permanent surplus 
should be gradually accumulated to provide for 
contingencies and the natural growth of the com- 


. pany. 


In accordance with the foregoing, if and when 


quarterly reports of earnings and business condi- | 


tions justify, it is recommended that dividends be 
declared.

Attorneys Make Such Speed 
the Murder Panel May Be 
Completed by Noon. 


DR. DOHERTY IN HIDING. 


Expected to Testify Mrs. Gen- 
try’s Wound Could Not Have 
Been Self-Inflicted. 


Bight jurors were secured in the first session 
of the trial of Frank J. Constantine for the 
murder of Mrs. Arthur W. Gentry Jan. 6, 1906, 
which began in Judge Kavanagh’s court yes- 
tetday morning. It is expected that the re- 
maining four men will be secured by this 
moon. The state will not begin to present its 
case against Constantine, however, until 
Wednesday morning. 

The speed with which the first men 
were accepted led attorneys for both to 
express the opinion at night that the case 
would go to the jury by the end of the week. 
it became apparent during the day that the 
atate’s case is much stronger than has been 
anticipated. The arrival of Dr. David J. 
Doherty from Manila is considered by Assist- 
ant State’s Attorney Robert N. Holt a great 
ecard in his favor.
